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Jonestown Physician 


Said to Mix Poison 
Described as Sadist 


TINTON FALLS, N.J. — A survivor of the Jones- 
town tragedy says the doctor who purnortedly - 
mfxed the poisonous fruit drink that killed hun- 
dreds of followers of the Rev. Jim Jones was a sad- 
ist who enjoyed watching people in pain. 

Leslie Wilson, 21, whp worked in the medical de- 
partment at Jonestown, said Dr. Lawrence Schacht 
of Houston did little to relieve pain when people be- 
came ill. 

“He was a sadist. He liked to see people in pain. 
He didn’t do anything to relieve pain,” Wilson said. 

She returned from Guyana last week after leaving
